councils of counties and urban districts in 
respect of a special vote of sixpence in the 

und; and (c) to authorise the creation 
securities to be issued in lieu of cash in pay- 
ment oO: compensation in certain cases, and 
to charge on the Central Fund, or the grow- 

‘ produce thereof, the principal and interest 
of such securities and the expenses incurred 
in connection with the issue thereof.” 

The Minister for Local Government 
Blvt °) seconded the motion. 

Mr. T. Johnson (Labour, County Dublin) 
asked the House to note that this authorisa- 
tion to spend money was confined to compen- 
sation for damage to property. He had hoped 
that, there would have been proposals from 
the Ministry to make provision for compensa- 
tion for personal injury, but that had not 
Leen done. Owners were to be compensated 
for damage to house property, but the persons 
who had occupied the houses and suffered 
loss were not, and he submitted that that 
certainly was not equitable. J'efore the Shaw 
Commission was set up representations were 
mad: that not only should loss of property 
be considered by any tribunal that was set 
up, but personal loss and also consequential 
loss. He had reason to believe that such re- 
presentations were made to the British Go- 
vernment, but because they were to be liable 
for the greater portion of the lose of that 
period presumably, they declined to agree, 
and the Shaw Commission was precluded from 
dealing with such losses. In this resolution 
the House was proposing to follow that very 
bad precede nt. 

Balbriggan was a very appropriate illustra- 
tion of what he wanted to bring home to the 
Dail. He submitted that if the objection was 
a financial objection, the first charge on what- 
ever fund there was for payment of compen- 
sation should be payment of compensation in 
respect of loss of life or limb. He hoped 
that the Minister would give some indication 
that the door was not closed to such persons, 
and that the Minister would bring in some 
measure that would ensure to this claas of 
sufferer some compensation for injury suffered. 


THE CREATION OF SECURITIES. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy (Dublin County) said 
it the resolution not merely demanded 
risation in respect of certain amounts of 
ey, but also claimed authority to 
ste securities for an indefinite amount, 
for which they did not know the 
interest, nor when they would be redeemable.

Last Decem- 
ber the Dail voted a sum of money in respect 
of prospective loans to persons who had ob- 
tained awards from the Shaw Commission, 
and, so far as he was aware, that was the 
only vote of the House that gave Parliamen- 
tary sanction for payment of any money in 
onnection with the Shaw Commission. Up 
to the present there was no authority what- 
ever to make the payments to the Shaw Com- 
mission

have a statement showing the total amount of 
payments made, and distinguishing what was 
payable by the English and by them. The 
time had come when it was not unreasonable 
á ask that the President should let them 
have the agreement between the Irish and 
British Governments in this matter.

EX-GRATIA GRANTS. 

Everybody, now and since the truce, 
jected to the imposition ot compensation, on 
the ground that it was punitive in its pur- 
pose and oppressive, and that the country 
could not pay it.. The longer it went on the 
more obvious it was that the country could 
not pay it. It was the imtention of the 
Ministry to set up a tribunal to consider the 
cases of persons who were injured, and to 
make recommendation with regard to the mak 
ing of an ¢z-gratia grant. Qn receipt of the 
tribunal’s report the Dail would be asked to 
vote a sum of money for that purpose. The 
right to compensation for personal injunes 
did not exist in England, and even those who 
had heen injured by the German Zeppelins 
received no compensation. Wholly extravagant 
decrees had been given in respect of personal 
injuries throughout the country, and it was 
to the credit of the British Government that, 
having ssed the Acta under which these 
decrees had been given, they paid up 
eitravagant sums. 

If there were any foolish peop!e this 
country who thought that such oxtravagant 
awards ought to be shouldered by this Duil, 
he would tell them that the country could not 
afiord it. He thought that a good case had 
been made for the passing of the resolution 
Later on the whole case 
to the Dail.

CRIMINAL DAMAGE. 
PERSONAL COMPENSATION, 


The Criminal. and Malicious 1 
(Amendment) Bill was next taken up and 
considered in Committee - 

The President moved that Secti 
adopted, and said, ae regards personal com- 
pensation that it wae generally agreed and 
admitted that no person with mzghts unde: 
the old conditions had really got negotiable 
righte. He thought at the earliest -possible 
moment a note nad been issued by the Pro- 
visional Government. How could they in an 
Act specify liability for a sum that it was im- 
possible to estimate’ 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the most 
astounding claims had been made, but by far 
the larger number and the larger amount in 
value represented the claims of Castle officials 
and their friends, who had been paid by the 
British Government. The other people likely 
to be affected by the doing away of this class 
of compensation were their own people. 

Mr. Duggan moved an amendment. to add 
@ sub-section to Section 1, stating that the 
section should not apply to or prevent the 
presentation or prosecution of a claim to or 
before any Commission of Inquiry in respect 
of an injury to which the section applied. 

President Cosgrave said that in the bill 
they were not drawing a distinction between 
persons who had lost property and persons 
who had suffered personal injury, except to 
the extent that the restoration of property 
meant no loss to the State, and was no ex- 
travagance, because of the employment it 
gave. Huge claims had been made for per- 
sonal injuries, and if those claimants got 
this money they put it into their pockets, 
and the nation would derive no benefit. In 
‘the case of the restoration of property, the 
wealth of the nation would not be lessened, 
and to that extent only had there been dis. 
crimination between the two cases. One 
tribuna] would dea! with all these cases from 
January, 1919, to February, 1923. 

Mr. Johnson said that the Minister's state- 
ment was more satisfactory than that made in 
the first reading of the bill. 

The amendment was agreed to, and Section 
L was adopted as part of the bill. 
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DECREES AFFIRMED ON APPEAL. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., moved to 
add a new sub-section to Section 2. His 
object was to provide that the section should 
not apply to decrees made in respect of an 
w smid where such decree had been varied or 
affirmed on appeal at the hearing of which 
the local authority or authorities concerned 
had been represented. Some provision, he 
said, should be inserted in the Act for a rule 
making authority, as was the case under the 
old Malicious Injuries Acts. Definite notice 
should be given in respect of a re-opening of 
a claim. It was said that local authorities 
had only appeared nominally at the hearing 
of claims, and had not made a bona fide 
defence. That was not his experience, and 
the Government could hardly complain of the 
action of the judges whom they had retained 
in office, nor could it be said by them that they 
were corrupt or incompetent, seeing that they 
themselves had applied to those judges with 
regard to the case which they had entered 
for hearing against Mr. O’Mara and the 
other trustees of certain national funds. 

There was another matter. The credit of 
a country rested to a great extent on the 
confidence of other peuple in the way that 
the law was administered in that country, 
and in the way it fulfilled its obligations. It 
was bad if decrees were torn up, and the 
whole matter put in the melting pot of liti- 
gation over again. Retrospective legislation 
always caused a shock to the credit of any 
country. He had no particular interest in 
any decree, but was anxious that they should 
avoid, as far as possible, doing injury to the 
country. 


CONSEQUENTIAL LOSS. 


The Président said that one of the dis- 
abilities which all persons, with the excep- 
tion of those who had got decrees, would

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pensation for consequential loss, but compen- 
sation for consequential loss was excluded 
from this Bill. That was one of the main 
features of the Bill. Those who had got that 
compensation had taken advantage of a law 
that the vast majority of the people held was 
a bad law. He thought that the number of 
cases mentioned by Mr, FitzGibbon was 
very small. He (the President) did not know 
of any. In the City of Dublin there might 
have been some sort of defence made in cases. 

Take the case where there was a claim for 
property in Rathmines or Pembroke, in which 
in the ordinary way the Councils of Rath- 
mines or Pembroke and the County Council 
would be concerned. If the Rathmines Coun- 
cil only mí and fought, the case, it was 
guite possible that the award would be on the 
City of Dublin and the County of Dublin. 
The interest of Rathmines would be to get it 
away from Rathmines, and its interest would 
not be in the reduction of the award. It 
was more than likely that more attention 
would be paid to the point that Rathmines 
and Pembroke should be excluded rather than 
to the actual sum of the award.

INJURIES AFTER THE TRUCE, 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the problem was 
an intricate one, and they could not drverge 
from concrete circumstances. The section 
under discussion dealt with injuries after the 
date of the Truce—ilth July, 1921. The 6th 
December was the date of the signing of the 
Treaty, and between the Truce and the sign- 
ing ot the Treaty they had an interesting and 
an anomalous state of affairs in this country. 
They. had within the country, firstly, two sets 
of courts, some of these courts ‘receiving the 
allegiance of a section of the community and 
repudiated by another section, and they had 
another section similarly situated. That state 
of affairs lasted from July till September, and 
for several months after December order was 
not established, and there was a state of 
chaos. During the six months from July to 
December they were in a state of suspended 
hostilities with regard to the British and 
their institutions in this country. They had 
set up a fine machne, which served its purpose 
very weil and which they called a HRepablic. 
Pending the signing of the Treaty by their 
plenipotentiaries, they did not abanaon the 
fighting machine, and they would be very 
foolish to do so. Secondly, throughout that 
period they had people objecting to going into 
the British courts in any capacity whatever. 
The decrees given by the courts during that

It might be that important evidence 
withheld because of the objection of a particu 
lar witness to appear. [The Minister of 
Finance, no doubt, had information regarding 
these cases, and it should be open to the 
Minister to decide for the re-opening o! par 
ticular cases, not merely for the period mcp 
tioned, hut for many months afterwards It 
might be a sound principle for gentlemen to 
declare that retrospective legislation was bad 
The Government held no particular brief foi 
retrospective legislation, but a country emerg 
ing from a period of revolution was not not 
mal, They. had had- side by. side in that 
country for quite a long period two sets of 
courts Thev all remembered the horrible 
period of dual jurisdiction, and when the Dail 
met, and afterwards the Provisional Govera- 
ment, steps were taken to make their way 
out of the débrie. It was for the decrees oí 
that period that the Government sought power 
of examination. He did not propose to deal 
with the high constitutional arguments of 
Deputy Figgis and others.

MORTGAGED DECREES. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (Dublin University), 
moved as an amendment to add a new seub- 
section before Sub-section 6, as follows :— 

‘Any assignment, mortgage or charge 
which, on the 6th day of February, 1925, 
affected the compensation awarded by a de- 
cree, made in respect of an injury to which 
this part of this Act applies, shall, notwith- 
standing anything contained iu this Act, con- 
tinue to be in full force and effect against, 
and shal! affect any compensation v hich may 
be awarded on the re-hearing of an applica- 
tion in respect of the same mjary, ander the 
provisions of this Act, in the same manner 
and to the same extent in all respects as such 
assignment, mortgage or charge affected the 
compensation awarded by the said decree.” 

Many decrees, said Mr. FitzGibbon, ob- 
tained under the’ Criminal Injuries Act had 
been mortgaged or charged for valve, and 
these were all being swept away, and new 
decrees were about to be given by the new 
tribunal for in some cases greater and in some 
cases lesser sums than those secured by the 
old decrees lt was quite true that they 
could be charged, but somebody who had a 
good charge for money honestly advanced upon 
a decree which was lawful at the time the 
decree was given might find himself com- 
pletely cut out by the applicant going in and 

etting a new decree from the new tribunal. 
aaa thi¢ amendment was passed, the bill 
opened the door to enormous fraud. . . 

The President said that the principle in- 
volved would be considered, and would -pre- 
bably be carried even further than was now 
proposed.

Mr. FitzGibbon had another amendment, to 
add the following new sub-section before Sub- 
section 6 :— 

“ Where a decree has already been made in 
respect of an injury to which this part of 
this Act applies, and such decree has been 
varied or affirmed upon an appeal, at the hear- 
mg whereof the local authority or authorities 
concerned were represented, and. the sum 
awarded by such decree has been mortgaged, 
charged or assigned, bona fide and for value, 
the ‘amount awarded upon any re-bearing 
under this section shall not be less than the 
sum advanced or paid upon the security of 
the original decree.” 

He said that the amendment would have 
been unnecessary if the previous amendment 
had been adopted. It was for the purpose of 
obviating fraud.

“GREATLY EXAGGERATED.” 

Mr. Figgis (County Dublin) criticised the 
section deborvinn the payment of compensa- 
tion for consequential] losses. 

The President said that he hoped that the 
deputies and the Press would remember that 
this was a poor country. and that copsequen- 
tial losses could not, and would not, be paid. 
They had surely had a sufficient indication: of 
what followed a paper currency. The case 
made for consequential losses had been greatly 
exaggerated, and he never knew that there 
was so much money made in the country 
until these claims were made. Then they 
heard that money was made bevond the 
dreams of avarice. He wished that those who 
made a study of the case for consequential 
losses would also make a study of how to 
bring’ home to the people who made euch 
claims an honest sense of their duty to the 


State.

MR. COSGRAVE’S REPLY. 


President Cosgrave. in a 
states fat the dockyard v 
from the British Admiralty on March 
The question of the termination of the men’s 
contract of employment was entirely a matter 
between them and the British Admiralty. So 
far as he was aware the Admiralty did nó! 
contemplate requiring any of the staff to 
transfer to other dockyards in Great Britain. 
It was to be expected that on closing of the 
yard whatever pensions or compensation were 
due to the men under their agreements with 
the Admiralty would be paid. This was not 
a matter for the Irish Government. 

As to the fntnre of the dockyard there 
were serious difficulties in the way of arrang- 
ing for anything like the same amount of 
work ta be done there as was done when it 
A number 
of Government officials would be in Queens- 
tows this week. and thev would inspect the 
place, and report es to the purposes to which 
the Trish Government could usefully apply the 
vard.

there at an early date, subject alwavs to the 
need for reasonable economy,

MR. MICHAEL. DOYLE'S HOUSE 
BURNED. 

The residence of Mr. Michael Doyle, M.P., 
Cottage. Tagoat. was destroved by fire on 
Wednesday night. It is reported that at 
about. 1] o'clock men knocked at: the door 
and ordered Mrs. Dovle and her children to 
clear out. as inetructions had beer given for 
the burning of the house. Mrs. Doyle told 
them that her children in bed, and: she 
was given permission to have them removed. 
She covered them with blankets and carried 
them out. 

Al] the apartments of the house were then 
sprinkled with petrol and set aflame. The 
entire contents, which included two pianos 
and several articles of costly furniture, were 
destroyed. The interior of the building was 
completely gutted, only the outside walls 
and the roof being left intact. 

Mrs. Doyle and her children got shelter 
in the house of a relative some distance 
away. With Mrs. Doyle'and her family were 
her sister-in-law, her husband being absent in 
Dublin attending to his duties as one of the 
representatives of County Wexford in Dail 
Fireann, and as a member of the Agricultural

WESTPORT SALMON FISHERIES. 


Mr. J. McBride asked the Minister for 
Fisheries if h aware that in 1919 the 
Department iashed an order extending the 
mouth of the Carrowbeg, or Westport River, 
about 14 miles seaward, through the fairway 
channel of Westport Harbour, and if this ex- 
tension was promoted for a private enterprise 
and to aid private pleasure. 

Mr. Finian Lynch replied that the order of 
the Fisheries Department dtd not extend, but 
defined for the first time, the mouth of the 
Westport River. in the interest of the salmon 
fishing. A public inquiry was held at West- 
port, and no objection was raised by the local 
net fishermen,

RAILWAY, STATION DESTROYED. 


Bennett's. Bridge Station, on the Great 
Sonthern and Western Railway, between 
Kilkenny and Waterford, was burned to the 
ground by armed.men on Wednesday night. 
They also set fire to. and partly destroyed 
the bridge near the station. As a result the 
line was blocked, and traffic was delayed for 
several hours.
